AN APPEAL FOR MERCY 


MAÔE BY THE KNIQHT8 OF LABOR 
FOR THE CHICAGO ANARCHISTS. 


Close of th e Annaftt C onv ention—-S.v nnp-

Richmond, Va., Oct 21.—The first bu si­ 
ness of general interest transacted by the 
Knights of Labor Wednesday was the pass­ 
age erf a resolu tion declaring that this gen- 
feral assembly appeals for mercy to the seven 
men condemned to death for advocating the 
doctrines of anarchy at Chicago, and at the 
same time disclaiming any sympathy for 
cither the doctrines or the acts cf the con­ 
demned men or their assoc iates. 
The com­ 
mittee on woman’s work reported in favor of 
the appointment of a woman to investigate 
and report on the su bject of the wants of 
female wage workers and to organize assem­ 
blies among the women. 
A recommendation 
of the committee on co-operation was adopted 
providing for the appropriation of $10,000 
qu arterly to pu t into effect a system of co­ 
operation. 
The convention renewed its de­ 
mand on congress for legislation on the su b­ 
jects of land, money, railways, telegraphs, 
etc., and the execu tive committee was em­ 
powered to appoint one or more persons to 
go to Washington and u rge u pon members of 
congress the views of the order on th:*s? 
su bjects, t A resolu tion was passed demanding 
of congress the passage of a law prohibiting 
congrcs men from acting as attorney for any 
person or corporation interested in legisla­ 
tion, and another dt mending the com ig 
of 
silver u p to its legal limit, and the payment 
of all government obligation in the s*.me; 
also a resolu tion favoring woman su ffrage. 
A resolu tion was adopted against c -mviet, 
Chinese and all foreign labor, and rv -om- 
rnending the abrogation of the Bu rlingame 
treaty. 
A report in opposition to the insu r­ 
ance systems in operation on the Baltimore 
& Ohio and tho Pennsylvania railways was 
adopted and » u tch insu rance was 
recom­ 
mended to be prohibited bylaw. An appropri­ 
ation of $1.000 for the reu t of the hu ll and 
donating tho fu rnitu re to the Little .Sisters of 
the Poor was adopted. 
A boycott on Stetson 
hats was ordered. 
The execu tive board way 
au thorized to pu rchase a hou se in Philadel­ 
phia for the family of tho late U. S. Stephens, 
fou nder of tho order. 
This, 
with innu merable 
matters 
that 
wou ld occu py colu mns to pu blish, and which 
were not of interest to tho general pu blic, 
cfc>sed the bu siness, and at 5:46 p. m. tho gen­ 
eral convention, after a session of two weeks 
and three days, adjou rned siiie die. 
The session was marked by many scones of 
boisterou sneas and a good deal of personali­ 
ties; yet its chasing hou r was marked by good 
feeling. 
Grand Master Workman Powderly 
address**! the convention briefly wheq the 
motion for sine die adjou rnment prevailed 
lie congratu lated the delegates for what they 
had done, and admonished them to pu sh the 
principles of the order u pon their retu rn 
home. 
Then by requ est Tom O'lieiliy, of 
New York, sang his original song entitled

Leavenworth, Kan., giving a synop­ 
sis of Gen. Miles’ order to his troops annou nc­ 
ing the dose of the Indian campaign and com­ 
plimenting them u pon their bravery and en­ 
du rance in the fou r months’ campaign against 
tremendou s difficu lties, which has ended in 
clearing tho sou thwest of hostile Indians and 
pu tting them all where they can do no more 
harm, 
He says the difficu lties of the cam­ 
paign can not l>e conceived by those who did 
not take part th « rein.

marched for days throu gh a rocky, arid cou n­ 
try, some of them withou t shoes, their bare 
toot torn by cacti and cu t by contact with 
the ¡-tones, often being hou rs withou t water 
and frequ ently hardly stopping for food.

Gen. Miles pronou nces the steady and tire­ 
less march which wore out Geronimo’s band 
one of the most remarkable in history .

ferring to tho su rrender of Geronimo, tho 
general sets at rest the question as to the 
terms of that surrender. He say s the Indians 
desired 
to make terms, but Capt. Lawton 
was authorized to receiv e them only as 
prisoners of war.

What the E piscopal Church Suggests on 
the Subject. 


C h ic a g o, Oct. 21.—-In the Episcopal con­ 
vention AW« lm*sday the committee on the 
ft at« : of the chu rch presented a report recom­ 
mending the appointment of a commission to 
consist of flv« j bishops, five clergymen, and 
th e laymen, to open commu nication with th» 
recognized boards of the variou s religiou s 
to» « lies, to ascertain if a disposition existed 
among them to promote organic u nity u pon 
the basis of the apostles’ creed, the breaking 
of bread, and prayer, and asking them for 
th ir « » pinion of what benefit they cou ld com- 
mu nicate to ono another and what advantage 
wou ld accru e to Christendom from su ch or­ 
ganic u nion, and report to tho general con­ 
vention of 1889. 
Tho same committee also presented another 
report, in which they state« ! they had had 
u nder consideration the resolu tion offered by 
Rev. Dr. Hopkins, of central Pennsylvania, 
relative to th« basis of chu rch u nity, and in 
their opinion the same was inexpedient at the 
present time. 
Rev. Dr. Hopkins presented a minority re­ 
port, which stated that the plan which tho 
committee considered it inexpedient to coa- 
si« ler was tho only plan su bmitted to bring 
abou t the object aimed at. 
Until some plan 
was fu rnished a general expression of opinion 
wou ld amou nt to nothing. 
Not one of the 
Christian bodies had said that it was wi lling 
to enter u pon any plan to bring abou t this 
organic u nity. It was the du ty of this chu rch 
to lead the way and to say how far it was 
willing to go. The ou tcome of the evangel­ 
ical alliance had demonstrated that the great 
bu lk of the great Protestant denominations 
were already prepared to su rrender the in­ 
sistence u pon their own pecu liar practices. 
The report stated that tho things which mu st 
be secu red by this chu rch in any u nion 
which might be accomplished were: The in- 
tegr.ty of the Catholic faith as declared by 
tho u ndispu ted general cou ncils; episcopal 
ordination either hypothetically or abso­ 
lu tely; the apostolic ordinance of confirma­ 
tion, and the mode of administering baptism 
and the eu charist. 
All the report.-» were placed on tho calen­ 
dar. 
A message was received from the hou se of 
bishops setting forth what tho bishops had 
done in 1850 and 1881 toward promoting the 
restoration of Christian u nity. 
The message 
affirmed that Christian u nity cou ld only be 
restored by the retu rn of all Christian com­ 
mu nions to the principles of the u nity of the 
faith, which was « ieclaml to be as follows: 
The Holy Scriptu res os tho infallible ru le of 
faith and practice; tho Nicene creed as a 
su fficient statement of tru th ; the two sacra­ 
ments of the baptism and the su pper; the his­ 
toric episcopate locally adapted to the needs 
of the people of variou s localities. 
The 
bishops declared their desire and readiness to 
enter into conference with all bodies of tho 
Christian chu rch on the su bject of Christian 
u nity. 
New York city was selected as the place of 
meeting of the conv ention in 1889. 
A resolu­ 
tion for the appointment of a committee of 
fiv e from each order of the deputies to con­ 
sider the whole subject of the judicial sy s­ 
tem of the church was adopted. The question 
of work among the colored people was de 
bated 
at length 
during 
the 
morning. 
After a long debate the resolutions pro­ 
posed by the committee were adopted. They 
declare the obligations resting on the church 
to aid in the Christian education of the 
negroes, but hold that the canons already 
amply prov ide for the necessary work, and 
adv ise that the board of missions establish a 
committee at Washington City , consisting of 
fiv e of each order, to take control of the 
work. 
The committee hav ing charge of the propo­ 
sition of I)r. Huntington for rev ision of the 
pray er book reported tliat they considered it 
inex pedient to recommend its adoption.

21.—At 7 o’clock 
Wednesday morning a shower of rain fell 
here. 
Most of the thousands who heard It 
ex pressed g ratification that the dust would 
be laid. 
Nobody for a moment thoug ht that 
it would be more than a g rateful ahower, or 
tarn out to be a cold, wet, and disag reeable 
day , and, therefore, when two hours later 
the clouds settled with leaden weig ht and the 
storm came down in a steady pour the disap­ 
pointment to the Quincy itee and their thou­ 
sands of g uests was deep and dire. 
Ev ery ­ 
body thoug ht the parade would hav e to be 
postponed and that the ceremonies attending 
the dedication of the soldiers’ home would 
prov e to be a failure. 
About 10 o'clock the 
rain ceased, the clouds broke away and the 
sun came out, but the g round was three inches 
deep with mud. 
Still the people flocked into 
the streets, and such a crush was nev er be­ 
fore seen in Quincy . 
On the streets sev eral 
thousand strang ers, caug ht in the early 
delug e, were compelled to seek the nearest 
shelter, and awning s and stores were i>acked 
with people. 
At the court house and in v a­ 
cant building s old soldiers assembled with 
bands and drum corps and lig htened the 
gloom with arm y song s or listening to other 
marshal music. 
Many made preparations to 
return to their homes, but finally, when 
the 
rain ceased, all took heart of hope. 
The 
early trains had brought in thousands 
of 
people from the surrounding country. 
Half 
of eastern Missouri, and certainly all of west­ 
ern Illinois, must hav e been depopulated 
to 
make such a throng . 
The streets were black 
with people in ev ery direction. 
From this time until noon the weather was 
favorable, but the procession proved to be 
rather a tame affair. 
Hundreds of old sol­ 
diers did not turn out at all. 
Those who did 
were compelled to keep to the sidewalks to 
escape the sea of mud. 
Much of the effoct 
and all of the beauty of the procession was 
spoiled. 
The column, as formed, was led by 
the Orendorif band, department officers aud 
the various posts, there being included in. the 
line twenty-two bands and drum corps. 
On 
the stand, erected on the north side of Wash­ 
ington park, Governor Oglesby and staff, 
Gen. Logan, Gen. Fairchild, Gen. Vance 
and other state and m ilitary officers, Senator 
Cullom, Gen. Prentiss, state officers and other 
distinguished 
people 
assembled 
with 
the executive committee and other prominent 
persons, and saw and 
rather dispirited 
veterans ilia by on the sidewalk opposite. 
The whole line was not over fifteen minutes 
in passing, there being, j>erhaps, not more 
than 1,000 in the ranks. 
Thus what was ex­ 
pected to be one of the most imposing features 
of the celebration was rather discouraging, 
and the vast crowd was greatly disappointed. 
While the parade was taking place, and just 
after the last post had passed, the scene on the 
stand erected for Governor Oglesby and staff 
was one of considerable excitement. 
Old sol­ 
diers from everywhere crowded outhe streets 
in spite of ull th a t the police could do, all 
anxious to shake the hands of Governor 
OgleA>y and Gen. Logan. 
Mrs. Oglesby and 
Mrs. Logan were on the stand, and came in 
for their share of the admiration of the 
crowd. 
About noon matters looked very dubious 
for any further celebration. 
The sky dark­ 
ened and a cold west wind came, and the 
hearts of the thousands sank. 
It was seen 
that the camp grounds were to be cold and 
damp, the camp cheerless, and the mud and 
wet grass almost unendurable. 
However, 
the hacks, express wagons, funeral wagons, 
and all kinds of wagons with which thrifty 
Quincy meant to turn a penny were out in 
force, and the hundreds and thousands piled 
in. 
How all got out to the grounds is yet a 
mystery. 
There is not horseflesh ia the town 
to" haul such a crowd, yet by 2 ofidock, in 
spite of the threatening weather, there were 
perhaps 25,000 people wandering around the 
damp ground, 24,000 of them to emerge with 
a cold or worse. The scene at the camp 
grounds at 3 o’clock was, so far as the vast­ 
ness of a crowd could make it, most impos- 
iiirr. 
The cozy brick house, formerly the Dudley 
homestead, was taken possession of early in 
the afternoon by Mrs. Og lesby , Mrs. Log an4 
Mrs. Fairchild, Mrs. Post, and half a score 
of ladies of local celebrity , and there an in­ 
formal reception was held. There was a 
constant stream of humanity passing in and 
out. 
Matrons born at the close of the war; 
maidens born after the war, and children 
who came into the world long after, throng ed 
about the kindly , g ray -haired Mrs. Log an, 
won her kiss and smile, and carried away to 
their fathers their infantile reflection of her 
patriotic g race and matronUness. 
Meautime the g eneral was being drawn 
about the camp, up and down the streets 
between the lines of tents, behind two fine 
black horses. Ev ery where he was receiv ed 
with cheers. 
“ Uncle Dick” Og lesby and 
Senator Cullom had an ambulance drawn by 
two horses. Ev ery body in camp knew Uncle 
Dick, and his g ray hair and g old g lasses 
throbbed alike with the enthusiasm of the 
occasion. 
Then Cullom would rise up and 
bow, and the v eterans would howl out: “ Old 
Abe, by 
and as everybody understands 
this joke, both Cullom and the soldiers were 
spired a speech. 
‘ Meantime the ample theatre was filling up. 
By S^SO every seat was filled. 
The clouds 
were still threatening, but there was no more 
rain, and the festivities began. 
Gen. Post, of 
the department of the Grand Army of I Hi - 
uois, opened th e ball by a reference to what 
France had always done for her soldiers, and 
declared that this was one of the greatest 
events of the age. 
He then introduced the 
chaplain, who offered a prayer. 
Then came 
an anthem , “ America” by a chorus of 200 of 
Quincy’s most l*eautiful ladies and a con­ 
tingent of Quincy’s male voices. 
The chorus 
was under the baton of Professor Louis J. 
Duncan. 
Gen. 
Logan 
wafted in 
the 
direction 
oi 
the 
singers 
as 
a smile as he could 
muster 
he 
saw 
Oglesby’s 
pile

script 
And then “ Uncle Dick” was intro­ 
duced. 
When Governor Oglesby opens up on 
the glory of Illinois regiments—the distinction 
of her soldiers—the tribute due to her patriot­ 
ism—the debt she legitimately owes to all—he 
strikes a popular chord. He struck that chord 


and for awhile followed ft up 13 g reat « ty » , 
and the boy s cheered him. 
Addresses were also deliv ered by Gene.

Preferable—Depriv ed 
of Proper 
Food and Clothing and « objected to 
Lltolong Deg radation. 


In the northwest prov inces of India widows 
suitor treatment far worse than that to which 
their sisters in Beng al are subjected. 
The 
heartless customs ore strictly enforced among 
all the castes, but os y ou ascend to the more 
well-to-do and richer classes they assume a 
more relentless and v irulent form. A widow 
among the respectable clones in this land of 
rig id Hinduism is considered and treated as 
something worse than the meanest criminal 
In the world. 
Directly after the death of her 
husband she is shunned by her relations end 
friends, and, as if her breath or touch would 
spread among them the contag ion of her 
crime—the natural death of her husband— 
they do not even approach near her, but send 
the barbers’ wiv es, who play an Important 
part in all Hindu ceremonies, to div est her of 
all her ornaments and fineries. 
These mer­ 
cenary persons often proceed to their task In 
a most heartrending 
maimer; but that is the 
command of their mistresses, and they must 
ot'oy it 
No sooner has the husband breathed 
his last than these hireling s rush at their v ic­ 
tim and snatch off her ear rings and nose 
ring s. 
At the funeral the relatives of the deceased, 
male and female, accompany the corpse, and 
all, rich or poor, must go on foot. The men 
lend the procession, the women, with thick 
veils drawn over their fares, following, and 
lost comes the widow, preceded by the bnr- 
l» ors’ wives, who take gn at care to keep her 
at a respectable distance from the main body 
of the mourners, shouting out ne they go 
along to warn the other people of thrt ap­ 
proach of the detested widow. Thus she is 
dragged along, wild with grief, aghast at the 
indignities heaped upon her. her « yea full of 
bitter tears, mortally afraid to utter a single 
syllable, lc*st she should receive a more heart­ 
less treatm ent from the very people who, but 
a few days ago, held her so dearly. 
Boon 
after the" party reaches the river or tank, 
near which the cremation takes place, the 
widow is pushed into the water, and there she 
has to remain in her wet clothes, away from 
all the other |» eople, until the dead body has 
been burned to ashes—a process occupying in 
India several hours—and the whole company 
have performed their necessary ablutions. 
And when all of them have started for home 
tho widow is led along by the barters’ wives, 
her clothes soaking wet, and she mutely tea r­ 
ing the rudeness of her barbarous guides. 
The custom is rigidly observed in all reasons 
and all circumstances. 
It 
matters 
not 
whether she has I>een laid up with fever or 
suffering from consumption, whether she is 
scorched by the burning rays of the midday 
of Indian summer or frozen by the 


Only tte Hindu widows know their own 
suffering s; it is perfectly Impossible for any 
other mortal, or ev en the “ ang el*,” to reatee 
them. To a Hindu widow death Is a thousand 
ttmee more welcome than her miserable ex -* 
istence. It I* no doubt this feeling that drov e, 
In former tlmee, many women to immolate 
themselv es on the funeral py res of their dead 
husband*. Thanks to the g enerosity of the 
British g ov ernment, this inhuman practice of 
satl, or the self-immolation of widows, has 
now been completely abolished in India. 
There is only one thing to be sold on this 
point, and that is that tho British g ov ernment 
lopped off the outward and more flag rant 
part of the pernicious sy stem, but did not 
« trike at the hidden

Rhe 
must be content with only one very scanty 
and plain meal a day, and must often com­ 
pletely abstain from all f<x*l and drink. Her 
nearest and dearest relations and friends shun * 
her presence as if she were an accursed viper, 
and if ever they approach near her it is onlv 
to add fresh indignities to her miserable lot. 
They make her the butt of the vilest abuses 
and the most stinging aspersions. 
The thirteenth day after tho funeral the 
widow is allowed, after necessary ablutions, 
to chang e the clothes that she has worn since 
her husband’s death. 
Her relativ es then 
make her presents of a few rupees, which are 
Intended as a prov ision for life for her, but 
which are often taken possession of and spent 
in quite a different wav by some male rela­ 
tiv e. The Brahmans, who hav e been contin­ 
ually demanding money from her ev er sinco 
she became a widow, come ag ain at this 
stag e, and moke fresh requests for money for 
serv ices which tboy bav o not rendered. 
Her 
head, which was cov ered with black, g lossy 
hair only the other day , is completely shav ed, 
and the Brahmans and the barbers’ wiv es 
hav e to be paid their g ratuities for this cruel 
ceremony . 
But ev en then the wretched wo­ 
man has no respite. 
Six weeks after .her husband’s death the 
widow has ag ain to wear those clothes—tho 
v ery sig ht of which sends a shudder throug h 
ber inmost soul—which she hod put on for 
the first thirteen day s. 
She can chang e them 
only on one condition, that she must g o on a 
pilg rimag e to the holy riv er Gang es (which 
is 
often impossible on account of distance) and 
perform ablutions in its purify ing waters. 
After that she lias to wear the plainest cotton 
drees and liv e on tho simplest sing le rneel A 
day , only v aried with frequent fasts. 
H EB 'U FELO N O MOURNING. 
The y ear of mourning , or rather the first 
y ear of her lifelong mourning , thus slowly 
pafiaes away . 
If she happens to liv e with her 
own parents, and if they be tenderly disposed 
towards her, her miseries are a little lig htened 
by their solicitude for her health and com­ 
fort. 
Bhe is sometimes allowed to wear her 
on » aments ag ain. 
The widow who lias no parents has to pa,ss 
her whole life muler tho roof of her father-in- 
law, and then she knows no comfort what­ 
ever. 
She has to meet from her late hus­ 
band's relations only unkind looks and unjust 
reproaches. 
She has to work like a slave, 
and for the reward of all her drudgery she 
only receives hatred and abhorrence from 
her mother-in-law and 
sisters-in-law. 
If 
there is any disorder in the domestic arrange­ 
ments of the family tho widow is blamed and 
cureccl for it. 
Among Hindus women can­ 
not inherit any paternal property, and if 
widow is left any property by her husband 
she cannot call it her own, All her wealth 
belongs to her i>>n, if she has any, and if she 
has nobody to inherit it she is made to adopt 
an heir and give him ail li^r property directly 
be comes of age, and herself live on a l>ure 
allowance granted by him. 
Even death can­ 
not save n widow from indignities. 
For when 
a wife dies she Is burnt in the clothes she had 
on, but a widow’s corpse is covered with a 
coarse white cloth, and there is little cere­ 
mony at h r

“Women ar<* looking for work 
now who nev er did anything before but at­ 
tend to their house and children. The men 
are idle, or only working half time, and the 
women hav e to try and scrape together some­ 
thing. Then the ladies come in and take a 
lot of work away from as.” 
“The ladies?” 
*• Yes. They need pin money, as they call it, 
and they find that as good a way to get it as 
another. Fine feathers tell in the workshops or 
elsewhere. 
They get the best work and are 
paid the highest prices. You watch a» you 
walk along Broadway or Fifth av enue, and 
you'll see young ladies carrying small, neatly 
done up parcels in their bands,-which they 
hold as delicately os they would a bunch of 
flowers. 
Well, those' parcels are beads, net, 
wire and silk—materials for fancy things that 
they are taking home to work on. 
“What young gentleman suspects as he sits 
in a drawing room watching the tajier fingers 
of a young lady daintily twisting in and out 
about the delicate materials of some fancy 
job that she is hard at work for a store down 
town and in the act of earning a few cents? 
It's a fact, nev ertheless. 
I know a lady who 
goes to a store on Broadway in a carriage 
with her four daughters and who makes a 
business of it. 
In many cases the landlord's 
wiv es and daughters are taking from us tho 
means of i» aying the rent. 
HOW THEY MANAGE IT. 
“I asked a young lady who works some 
times at the same table with me how it was 
that her family turned out so much work, 
while they entertained so much company 
‘Well, you see,’ she said, ‘there are three of 
us, Lucy, ma and me. I entertain while ma 
and Lucy work upstairs. 
If any one asks for 
either of them I say Lucy bos a headache and 
ina is attending to the house. 
When some 
one comes that Lucy wishes to seo I hav e the 
headache and she comes into the parlor.’ 
“There is another young lady who says she 
is a granddaughter of Lord Byron and con­ 
nected with half a dozen noble families in 
England. 
8be only works for pastime, but 
I 
hope I shall nev er hav e to take my fun as 
hard as she does. 
She came in one day, and 
she was so blue in the face from the cold that 
one of the hands remarked i t 
‘Oh, yes,’ re­ 
plied the descendant of the poet, ‘that’s the 
color of my blood.’ ” 
“W hat do you comprise under tho title of 
fancy work?” 
“Beading on netting or wire, embroidery 
on v elv et, satin and flannel; crochet 
work, 
knitting, lace work of all kinds, gentlemen's 
crav ats, painting of plaques, slippers on v el­ 
v et, leather and satin; cuffs, collars, pincush­ 
ions, 
pocket handkerchiefs, 
hats, 
birds, 
feathers, wings, and such like.” 
“How much can you make a week at that 
sort of work ?” 
“From $3 to $5, working twelv e hours a 
day. Many do not exceed 63 a week. 
In­ 
deed, I may say the majority do not. A v ery 
good hand can mako 61 a day by sticking to 
it from daylight until midnight and nev er 
rising. To do this, you see, requires a second 
person to cook tho meals and feed tho work­ 
woman, so that really, div iding tho earnings 
with the labor, ono can only mako in the 
neighborhood of 65. 
This is at beadwork. 
Bonnets and hats, for instance.” 
“How much do you get for making a hat 
of that kind?” 
“Forty and fifty cents.” 
“How much do they sell for retail?” 
• Twelv e dollars, trimmed.” 
“How* much is tho trimming worth?” 
“The trimming consists of a bird, for which 
we get 50 cents for the making, or two wings, 
for which we are paid 25 cents for each wing. 
The t)0imet or hat complete would cost to the 
w holesale dealer 62.50, including t he mate­ 
rial.” 
“How long does it take to make ono of those 
beaded hats i" 
“A day. 
Rome say they hav e been able to 
make two, but I nev er could malee more than 
one, and I hav e been at it lor y< :tr< and am 
considered a good hand. ” 
MANY IN THE BUSIXE.'S. 
“Is there much of this sort of w : 
done?” 
“An immensity.” 
“How many persons do you suppose are en­ 
gaged in it in the city/” 
“Oh, I couldn’t say—thousands upon thou­ 
sand« , 
You see, it only lasts a few months 
and many crowd into it on that account, and 
besides, small as is the remuneration, it pays 
letter than anything else. The only work 
that lasts all the year round is the knitting, 
and a woman can't make more than 62.50 a 
week at that, work as hard os she may. This 
work is confined almost exclusiv e to tho Ger­ 
mans. There nre places, and plenty of them, 
where they will tell you when you go in that 
you can make 6$ and 610 a week, but once in 
you will find out the difference. There are 
places, too, that will take you in for a week 
r.n trial and w 


A Ha rd Street In N ew York. 
The night scenes on Sixth av enue hav i 
often been described. There is not in any 
city in the world, hi tiny quarter not alb 
gether giv en up to v ice, ev en in London 
Liv erpool, Glasgow, Marseilles, or Leghorn, 
any night scene more rev olting than that 
which any one may see ev ery night within 
one block of Broadway lie tween Thirty-fourth 
and Twenty-third streets in the city of New 
York. 
The whole waking population, in 
eluding th- hack men, are utterly demoralized 
There is no pretense of decency, moderation, 
or order short of 
refrain 
from 
actual 
assassination and ojien v iolence on tho av enue. 
Such things oeeuron the side streets a littli 
way **lf, a s was the case not long ago with 
an unfortunate gentleman found dead “from 
cause unknown” in Thirty-first street. 
But, 
on the av enue, while there is not open assault, 
robbery, or murder, in the flaring dens that 
occupy the first floors along the streets, there 
is to be seen ev erything that is v icious and 
rev olting in both man and woman.— New 
York Letter.

The cold English girl 
actually stands speecbles with awe, whilo the 
American girl looks up with unconscious 
naiv cto and chats away with him as if he 
were an ordinary man. 
Our girls are 
accustomed 
to gentlemen’s society 
from 
early womanhood. 
This society 
makes 
them bright, full of repartee, apt a t apropos 
answers and v iv acious in sallies of w it 
It is 
this and this alone that opens the icy gates of 
aristocracy to the warm, sunny American 
girl.” 
It is only a late thing that our northern 
girls hav e been taking themselv es into tho icy 
circles of the English aristocracy. 
Tho first 
assaults wrere made by the warmer blooded 
girls of the south. 
Before tho war, 
Miss 
King, of Georgia, won with her lieauty the 
Marchioness of Anglesea, and old John Ma­ 
gnifier's niece flirted with Lord Abinger tiU 
he made her his lady and div ided a coronet. 
The first New York girl to capture a lord 
was Miss MeVicker, 
who 
married Lord 
Grant ley. 
Then Leonard Jerome settled 
610,000 a j’ear on Lord Randolph Churchill, 
who included the beautiful daughter in the 
bargain. 
Miss Yznaga, now Lady Mando- 
v ille, actually became the future Duchess of 
Manchester by her beauty and silv er tongue. 
She wus a poor girl, liv ing down on Eighth 
street, in a modest brick house, but her v iv ac­ 
ity carried her into the Belmont polo set 
Lord Manclev ille, a mere stripling, came ov er 
here, met Miss Yznaga, fell head ov er heels 
in lov e, and married her. 
Lady Mandev ille 
is now a leader in London. They say she is 
helping other bright American girls to m arry 
English coronets. 
Among other American 
girls who hav e married into tho English no­ 
bility are Miss Libby, who became the Hon.

Coming down to » tore recent times we Arid 
among the modem men of genius compara­ 
tiv ely few examples of real improv idence. 
Leigh Hunt is usually considered as ono of 
this class, for he was poor all his life and al­ 
ways in debt, and at one time considered not 
ov erserupulous in payment. William Hazlitt 
liv ed all his lifo from hand to mouth, and 
would nev er write an article or do any kind 
of literary work as long as he had a guinea in 
his purse. Gentle Kit North was another 
man who had little regard for money. 
He 
nev er looked at or touched money in tho 
usual way. 
No one for its own sake or for 
his own purpo« *s ev er regarded riches with 
such perfect indifference. 
Byron, who was bom to debts and nn in- 
cumljered estate, had a lord's scorn of earning 
money. 
There were nine executions in his 
house during his brief married life, and ho in­ 
dignantly sent back a cheek to his publishers 
at the v ery time when the officers were pre­ 
siding ov er his establishment. 
Carlyle was too eanny a Scotchman not to 
know how* to take care of himself, although 
he was miserably poor In the early days. 
Ho 
carried the economies of his youth a little 
beyond the time they were necessary, and 
made it somewhat harder for Mix Carlyle 
than there was 
need 
of 
nil tho 
way 
through, much to his own regret after her 
death. 
Lord Tennyson has nev er disdained 
to make money from his work; indeed, he has 
seemed extremely anxious to do so, and has 
succeeded ev en beyond his hopes. 
He Lins 
probably receiv ed the largest prices for liter 
ary work of any man liv ing, and he has care­ 
fully husbanded his gains. 
Thomas de Qnincey was a man almost de­ 
v oid of financial knowledge or ability of any 
kind. 
Ho almost starv ed in the streets of 
London when young, although his father 
was 
a wealthy man. 
Later in life he 
so misman­ 
aged money, and was 
so conscious of it him­ 
self, that he gav e up rill management of 1 is 
ex|ienses to a « laughter, then but a young 
girl, after which his affairs were kept in l>*tt« r 
order. 
W alter Scott’s pecuniary trouble? 
hav e Ijeeome historical, but they may per­ 
haps be attributed as much to misfortune a« 
to incompetency. 
Charles Lamb, although 
ov ergenerous, could not l>e called improv i­ 
dent. 
By his own unaided exertion he cared 
for himself and afflicted sister through life, 
and ev en made prov ision for Mary after his 
death. 
Macaulay was a prudent, although a gen­ 
erous, man. 
Ho amassed a considerable 
for­ 
tune, although he cared for his entire* family 
for a largo portion of his life, and was v ery 
open to calls upon his resources from those 
who had no particular claim upon him. 
Wordsworth was a man prudent ev en to par­ 
simony, standing almost alone among the 
records of genius in this respect. 
In the early 
part of the poet’s life petty economies had 
been absolutely necessary, and he had ac­ 
quired such a habit of practicing them that 
he could not drop them when they ceased to 
be necessary; as is so often the case with 
other people beside poets. 
Unlike Words­ 
worth in this respect was Sydney Smith, who 
practiced close economy while it was needful, 
but spent his money v ery liberally, though 
always wisely, after he became rich. 
Douglas Jerrold was a man v ery liberal 
of his money when he had any. Tom Hood 
was always poor and always sick, yet he was 
possessed of a sturdy independence which re­ 
fused the assistance of friends though ten­ 
dered ev er so delicately, and of a generous 
heart which gav e to others ev en out of his 
pittance. 
Charles Dickens was a keen, business man 
—almost too keen, it was thought, in his 
later years. It was known at the time—to 
himself as well as to his friends—that he was 
seriously injuring his health by his reading 
tours, yet it seemed almost impossible for him 
to giv e them up os long as they were so im­ 
mensely profitable. 
Thackeray was a man 
who combined prudence with generosity, and 
who skilfully managed all his business affairs; 
and yet he was open handed to his needy 
friends. 
Ho sav ed for his daughters a v ei y 
comfortable fortune out of his literary gains. 
Our own literary men of note—if we except 
Poe—hav e all been men of thrift and practi­ 
cal sense in business affairs. 
'Washington 
Irv ing cared for himself and a large family ; 
of sisters out of his literary profits, and left a 
moderate fortune besides. 
Bryant sav ed 
quite a fortune for his time, and was esteemed 
shrewd business» man. Emerson had the 
Yankee good sense and economy, and, though 
he “hitched his wagon to a star,” nev er lost 
his hold on mundane things. Longfellow was 
a good man of business, and in his latter years 
was reputed wealthy. Ev en W hittier, who 
gav e so much time and strength unselfishly 
to the anti-slav ery reform, has always been 
well-to-do, a n« I has none of a poet's disregard 
for worldly affairs. 
Prescott and Motley and 
Bancroft were all shrewd men of affairs, as 
are Lowell and Dr. Holmes. 
Mark Twain 
has a genius for money making, and Howells 
and Aldrich aro prosperous iren. Mr. Aleott, 
the philosopher, is our only v isionary of the 
old school, I think, unless yj e should mention 
Thoreau in that connection 
Hawthorne was 
poor and had no lov e f<v the task of money 
getting, yet he could not be called improv i­ 
dent or dev oid of good sense in financial 
affair« . 
Altogether tho modern man of 
genius may be trusted to take care of himself, 
and seems to succeed in worldly matters quite 
as well as his brethren less fav ored by the 
gods.—Hattie Tyng Griswold in Chicago 
Tribune.
